DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

1. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims (the claims have been presented without numbers) have 
been renumbered 1-11, respectively. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, any elements recited in 
the claims must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
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and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "A," (used in figures 1-4 and 9-11) "B" (used in figures 1- 
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3, 10 and 11) and "C" (used in figures and 2) have been used to designate different part 
in multiple figures. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a. Regarding Claim 1 , it is unclear if the frame supports the backpack and 
blind in an elevated tree stand OR a ground position, or and elevated tree stand 
AND a ground position. For the purposes of examination, the claim will be treated 
as reciting one OR the other. 
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7. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-10 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Mignano in US Patent 7051908. 

b. Regarding Claim 1, Mignano teaches a rigid frame (A, as seen in Figure 4, 
below) that supports a backpack (1) and a concealment blind (5) from an 



elevated tree stand position. 
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Mignano, Figure 4 

c. Regarding Claim 2, Mignano teaches entry compartments (6) on the user 
side, facing an occupant of the blind. 

d. " Regarding Claim 3, Mignano teaches that the frame hangs in a vertical 
position (best seen in Figure 4). 

e. Regarding Claims 4 and 5, Mignano teaches a backpack (1) and two 
permanently attached concealment blinds (5). 
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f. Regarding Claim 6, Mignano teaches a backpack (1) that converts into a 
concealment blind (best seen in Figure 2). 

g. Regarding Claim 7, Mignano teaches that the backpack retains its function 
and utility as a pack (best seen in Figure 4). 

h. Regarding Claim 8, Mignano teaches that the backpack is part of the blind 
when in use (best seen in Figures 2 and 4). 

i. Regarding Claim 9, Mignano teaches a concealment blind (5) and a pack 
(1) that hangs outside of a tree stand's user space (Best seen in Figure 4). 

j. Regarding Claim 10, Mignano teaches a weapon/equipment holder (B) 
located on top of the frame (the upper side of the frame at B can be used to hold 
equipment). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claim 1 1 (as best understood) is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mignano as applied to Claim 1 above in view of Hodnett in US Patent 
6510922. Mignano teaches a rigid frame, but is silent on the material used for its 
construction. Hodnett teaches a rigid frame made of aluminum (see Column 2, lines 56- 
58). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention 
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to modify the device of Mignano by making the frame out of aluminum in order to 
provide a lightweight and strong frame. 



Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gresock, Hill, Fields, Hughes et al., and Camara teach hunting 
blinds. Rau, Rowe, Daneau, Ward, Taylor, III, Dean, II et al., Smith et al., Genovese, 
Weber, and Brunton teach convertible backpacks. Renfro teaches a weapon/equipment 
holder.
